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Continuation of 13. Other; In response to applicants' arguments regarding "the combination of Neeman, Multer, and San Andres fails to 
teach or suggest 'determining whether reconciling said first and said second file trees creates an unresolvable loop in at least one of said 
first and said second file trees", the arguments have been fully considered but are not found to be persuasive, because San Andres et al. 
teaches a "continuous loop" in which an "unresolvable conflict occurs" (See column 23, lines 9-28). The claims do not disclose, "when a 
first file becomes an ancestor of a second file". Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
In response to applicants' arguments regarding the combination of Neeman, Multer, and San Andres "fails to teach or suggest 
'reconciling said first and said second file tree using said first and said second set of said change logs'", the arguments have been fully 
considered but are not found to be persuasive, because Neeman et al. discloses reconciling a first group of files with the second group of 
files incorporating any changes made to the first copy of the group of files to second (See column 1, lines 51-56). Mutler teaches a 
second set of files and applying the second set of changes to them (See abstract; column 4, lines 5-12).
